Jan. 3—Frank 
Hague, last of the big-time, old- 
etvle political bosses, died here 
Sunday of pneumonia and a 
weakened heart in his Park 
evenue apartment. He was 8&1 
years old.

Thursday, with interment to 
fZollow in Holy Name Cemetery. 

At the height of his power 
Mr. Hague was elected Mayor 
of Jersey Citv. NJ... by a vote 
of 110.743 to 6789 and could 
say without contradiction, “I 
am the law.

€olumbus-Presbyterian Medical 
Center. Christmas dav he was 
discharged and removed to his 


home. where he was with his 
son. Frank Hague Jr., adopted 
daughter Peggy Ann and his 
wife Jennis at his death 
Frank Hague was the abso- 
Yute political ruler of Jerse: 
City from 1917, when he first 
became mayor, until 1949, when 
@ palace revolution cut the 
ground from under him.

Mr "Hague was born in Jer 
gey Citv’s rough-and-tumble 
“horseshoe section one ot 
eight children of Irish-born 
parents. His first Job at the 
age of 16 was on the Erie Raii- 
road, but he quickly shifted to 
politics 

He first was a ward consta- 
Ble, then court clerk, sergeant- 
at-arms of the State Assembly, 
custodian of the city hall, street 
and water commissioner, direc- 
tor of public safety and finally 
mavor. 

On a relatively unimportant 
occasion Hague once remarked, 
“1 am the law.” The phrase 
stuck to him and for many po- 
litical observers typified the 
jiron-fisted control he exercised 
in Jersey City. 

Mr. Hague in later years re- 
@ealled he had made the remark 
in handling the case of two ju- 
venile delinquents. Convinced 
they were better off .working 
right away than waiting until 
16 to leave school. as required 
by the law he said, “in this 
case, | am the law.” 

He then got them jobs and 
later got them to go back to 
échool too. 

When Mr. Hague retired in 
1947 he picked a. nephew, 
Frank Hague Eggers, as his suc- 
cessor. But the Hague power 
Was waning, and within two 
years the once invincible ma- 
chine was beaten by a fusion 
ticket headed by John V. Ken- 
ny. a tormer Hague lieutenant. 

Mr. Hague benefited poli- 
tically from a steady stream of 
national patronage during the 
long post-depression period 
that the Democrats were in 
power. He gave counsel! at the 
highest party levels and was. a 
frequent White House visitor. 

In turn, he produced the 
votes. His Hudson county dis- 
trict gave Roosevelt a 117.000 
Majority in 1932, boosting New 
Jersey into the Demecratic 
column by 30,000 votes 

He backed Truman in 1948 
and gave him a smashing ma- 
jority in Hudson county, but 
this was not enough to carry 
the state which Truman lost by 
less than 100,000.

put in during the other weeks of 
the school year; we have already 
worked out this “vacation” by be 
ginning school at 8:30 a.m. instead 
of at 8:45, and concluding classes 
at 3:30 p.m. instead of at 3:25 
So, realistically, we are one group 
of workers who do not receive a 
aid vacation. Nor do we get any 
ind of Christmas bonus. Nor is 
there any monetary differentiation 
as far as quality of teachers is con- 
cerned: the mediocre teacher re- 
ceives the same annual salary in- 
crease of $200 as does the superior 
one; the mediocre teacher with 
seven years of experience gets the 
same salary as the excellent teacher

The chief result has been more emphasis on 
military aid and less enthusiasm for economic 
aid. Military men can make a more specific case 
for strengthening a friendly army than may be 
made for a more “idealistic” program like Point 
IV. There are signs, however, that Congress may 
want to edge away even from military programs. 

Within limits, this might be beneficial. As 
Walter Lippmann says on the opposite page, 
much of our military spending actually has 
weakened our position abroad. Washington might 
have realized this when the Baghdad pact, for 
example, caused riots in Arab countries It 
should have seen a warning in the refusal of 
the chief Asian nations to have any part of 
SEATO. The Bandung conference surely was a 
red light. 

But military pacts were pushed through on 
the “realistic” ground of pitting weapons against 
the Communist threat. 

Our military arrangements in Asia are not 
sufficient to cause the Communists undue alarm, 
argues Mr. Lippmann, but they have caused con- 
siderable alarm among Asian nations inclined to 
be friendly. Both India and Afghanistan fear 
that Pakistan may use American weapons against 
them rather than against Communists. The Rus- 
sians make hay by exploiting these fears. In this 
the Pakistani see additional dangers and sulking- 
ly tell us we have not helped them enough. So 
we lose on both sides of the fence. 

Add to this our high-handedness in the United 
Nations—especially in Aaking a positidn which 
may allow Russia to step forward as the sponsor 
of U.N. membership for disappointed Japan— 


and it becomes clear that a review of American 
diplomacy is in order—not of objectives, but of 
methods. The role of gun and bayonet in interna- 
tional relations is not to be denied. But it must 
be plainly secondary to that of the peace-maker. 
This is not always apparent from an honest 
speech about our good intentions. Deeds speak. 
So if Congress neglects economic aid, our world 
leadership may be alarmingly ignored 

Under such circumstances, the worst mistake 
would be to assert that the United States has al- 
ways, been right, to scold foreign critics, and 
even to accuse them of being pro-Communist at 
heart. That would be the way to @ new and 
fearful isolation.

Democratic leaders are paying @ 
gracious compliment to Senator Symington when 
they speak of him as a possible “favorite son” 
candidate for the party's presidential nomination. 

Before they actually pledge the yet-unchosen 
Missouri delegation, however, the party leaders 
might do well to ask themselves whether it really 
is the function of the presidential nominating 
machinery to bestow empty courtesies on deserv- 
ing public officials. 

For more than two years Senator Symington 
has been saying in positive terms that he is not 
interested in the Democratic nomination either 
for President or for Vice President. His latest 
word on the subject was given to Washington 
reporters on Nov. 29, when he returned from 
an extended stay in Missouri. He then repeated 
that he was not interested in either nomination. 
He called attention to his 1952 campaign when, 
in answering charges that he sought the senator- 
ahip only as a stepping stone to something else, 
he promised to stay on the job for the full six-

Senator Symington went on to say that he 
would have no objection to being designated as 
a “favorite son’ candidate.

Contrast in Courts 

The St. Louis Bar Association has asked the 
Missouri Supreme Court to consider an “intoler- 
able situation” in the magistrate courte in the 
city. In sum, the bar que§Stions both how the 
magistrates do their worm and whether they do 
enough of it. 

To insure fairness, the magistrates say they 
generally assign cases to their 10 divisions by 
lot. But a bar committee found one instance in 
which 168 cases were brought up by one attor- 
ney in 34 days, and 121 of these were assigned 
to just one division of the court. The bar com- 
mittee refuses to view this as either assignment 
by lot or sheer coincidence. 

Moreover, the bar’s investigators discovered 
that some magistrates average little more than 
two hours a day in their courts or chambers. 
The magistrates here receive $8000 a@ year. On~- 
an hourly basis, some of them appear to be 
the highest paid officeholders in Missouri. 

Consequently the St. Louis bar is asking the 
Supreme Court to adopt new rules governing 
assignment work in the magistrates’ court. The 
magistrates themselves have had eight months 
to consider reforms and have accomplished 
nething 

This situation is more remarkable by contrast 
with the work done by only two divisions of the 
city police court. The two police judges are paid 
$600 less than the state magistrates but face an 
average of about 350 cases a day. On one day in 
June one Judge had 661 cases on his docket. 

That is an excessive work load. A 1954 report 
by the American Bar Association and Northwest- 
ern University’s Traffic Institute warned St. 
Louis that it should establish four divisions of 
the police court instead of two. 

By contrast, it is no secret that the 10 magis- 
trates posts here are looked upon as “soft” jobs 
politically. It is time the situation was cor- 
rected. It can be corrected by enlarging the po- 
lice court and instituting new rules of procedure 
for the magistrates. 
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Independent and Candid 

The Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
candid opposition to the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration’s proposed new transportation policy is 
a healthy sign. It shows the independence of 
thought and acticn which such quasi-judicial 
regulatory agencies, and other independent 
agencies with them, are supposed to exercise. 

Coming after recent displays of subservience 
to the presidential office on the part of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and other agencies, the 
development is doubly refreshing. 

In a unanimous declaration the ICC commis- 
sioners reject all but a few points of a sweeping 
proposal made by a special cabinet-level presi- 
dential advisory committee. The proposal would, 
they say, return the transportation system to 
“the laws of the jungle.” 

This opinion, supported by an 81-page analysis, 
should receive the studious attention of Con- 
gress when the legislation introduced in support 


of the proposed new policy is brought up for 
consideration.

Economic Barometer Is Falling 


When it comes to the management 
of’ our own water-powers, for our own 
use, it seems impossible to explain our 
policy to our neighbors, or even the 
existing international treaty. 

But the Gordon Commission is hear- 
ing all these things in its national 
assize, Parliament will hear much more 
of them before long, and unless Ameri- 
can policy changes, we shall confront 
a pretty fundamental trade issue in our 
next election. Though the current eco- 
nomic weather in Canada is fair, the 
barometer on North America is falling. 

These potents may bring pleasure to 
some Canadians who always doubted 
the wisdom of expanded international 
trade, always opposed our present pol- 
icy in support of it and were always 
skeptical of the American market. 

Meanwhile the thing which interests, 
amazes and discourages a Canadian 
politician, and especially a journalist, 
is our complete failure to break through 
the sound barrier of the forty-ninth 
parallel. 


Big News Remains Untold 


As part of my dreary trade I have 
to follow the daily reports of the Wash- 
ington correspondents, many of them 
my friends, who keep the American 
people informed about everything in 

€ 


world as it filters through the 
American capital ~— everything but 
Canada. 


They are missing, and the American 

ublic is missing. one of the big news 
stories of these times. 

Oh, to be sure, the American press 
is full of disjointed items about some 
Canadian oi] field, uranium mine or 
industrial developments. We are often 
represented to our neighbors — quite 
truthfully, I believe—as the most fortu- 
nate and best-run country on earth. 

All this news, however, is pitiably 
superficial. It ignores everything that 


goes on half an inch below our decep- 
tive Canadian surface. 

We would be quite wrong in suppos- 
ing, as some Canadians seem to sup- 
pose, that the American Government 
or people are not friendly enough to us. 
This is not a question of friendship at 
all. So far as the ordinary American is 
concerned, it is a case of genial ig- 
norance 

The United States is se friendly to 
us, it trusts us so implicitly that like 
a good friend, it never presumes te 
look into our affairs 

it explores the affairs of all other 
foreign nations with a microscope. It 
inquires anxiously about some revolu- 
tion in South America. Its newspapers 
are well briefed on the international 
politics of India, Japan or South Africa. 


Worry Over a Mental Block 


Its Washington correspondents can see 
everything far beyond the ends of their 
noses but somehow they cannot see and 
are not interested in the thing immedi- 
ately at the tip of their ‘noses because 
it is so friendly and familiar—a pleas- 
ant blur across an invisible line. They 
cannot imagine anything unpleasant in 
Canada, their neighbor and best friend. 

Our statesmen in Ottawa have long 
worried about this curious mental block. 

Mr. Mackenzie King once set up an 
elaborate information service to reach 
the American mind. It was a notable 
fiasco. Mr. St. Laurent has made a 
few excellent speeches in the United 
States. Mr. Pearson has done a superb 
one-man missionary job down there. 
Mr. Howe has been talking about wheat 
with a candor which, you would think, 
must penetrate the great silence. 

Most of this information fails to pene- 
trate precisely because the Americans 
are so friendly that they cannot take 
our alarm seriously. 


For a Policy Based on Facts 


Some Canadian newspapers have sug- 
gested that, in the case of wheat dump- 
ing, the Canadian Government has 
failed in its duty because it has not 
made a sufficient row in Washington. 
The value of a row is to be doubted. 
It will hardly be heard outside Wash- 
ington and, if heard, probably will be 
misinterpreted. 

What we need jis not sound, anger or 
postures but policy, for policy will be 
upderstood by those affected—just as, 
for example, our policy of conserving 
our portions of the Columbia and 
Yukon rivers for our own use is thor- 
oughly and painfully understood by the 
particular American interests involved. 

There is no use getting excited and 
doing something foolish that we may 
regret at leisure. Excitement is not in 
our nature anyway. 

First, it seems to me. we should size 
up all the facts and then we should 
build our policy on those facts, not on 
guesswork, on petulance or fear. That, 
I take it, is the purpose of the Gordon 
Commission and before 1957 will have 
to be the purpose of the Government.

Rough, Ready Dan Morgan 


THE LONG MARCH, by Jane Barry. (Appleton 

Century-Crofts, 316 pgs., $3.75.) 

This first novel by a New York State 
newspaper woman has the advantage of 
dealing with a central figure seldom 
treated in other works—General Dan 
Morgan of the Revolution. It was Mor- 
gan, we are told, who “more than any 
other won the Revolution in the South,” 
and Mrs. Barry makes out a good case 
for her hero. 


The author writes simply, directly, 
and with a.certain pleasant competence, 
Her story has moves 
ment and consider- 
able interest in bate 
tle affairs and civie 
lian entanglements, 
Now and then, how. 
ever, she has to 
probe rather toe 
complex relation-« 
ships and conflicts 
of motivation; ix 
such passages her 
story does not 
quite maintain its 
strength. 

This is in farge 
part the story of 
Dan Morgan and

The rough and ready 
Dan has struggled with his men in the 
long campaigns, and he has returned in 
1779 to “Soldier's Rest,” a name which 
meant that, literally and personally, to 
him. He is exhausted, disgusted, ill. 

Then the blonde Mary enters the 
scene, and in time Dan changes his 
mind. Mrs. Barry has succeeded in 
giving her story a good measure of life 
and suspense. This first novel has 
shortcomings, but they are well exceed- 
ed by its positive points. Her nexg 
book will be well worth watching for.

All Parties Offended, 


We have become entangled in 
the disputes within the region, 
and this has earned us the sus- 
picion and dislike of the coun- 
tries which border upon those 
which we have been arming. 
Thus, as the result of our arm- 
ing Pakistan, we have incurred 
the distrust of both of Paki- 
stan’s neighbors—India and Af- 
ghanistan.

ture to say that unless some- 


thing radical is done about 
these entangling military alli- 


ances, no program of economic 
aid can effectively counter the 
Soviet incursion into Southern 
Asia. The damage done to the 
American position by the Pak- 
istan entanglement alone is 
enormously greater than what 
can be done to repair the dam- 
age by more economic aid. 


Marshall Plan Worked. 


It is often said that Mr. 
Dulles’s pacts in South Asia 
lack “teeth.” As against Russia 


and China they do indeed lack 
teeth. But they have teeth 
to make their neigh- 
bors in the region fear that not 
countries, 
themselves are going to 
be bitten 

As long as these pacts are 
the core cf our South Asian 
policy, there is no prospect of 
our being able to conceive, to 
unite behind, and to execute 
successfully an imaginative an 
constructive economic program. 

For an indispensable condi- 
tion of the success of an eco- 
nomic development program is 
that it should apply to a whole 
economic area, and should bring 
with it the co-operation of the 
separate nations of the area. 
This was one of the secrets of 
the success of the Marshall 
plan, that it brought unity and 
not divisive alliances into West- 
ern Europe, that it brought not 
a sword but peace. 

The same fundamental prin- 


ciple applies to South Asia 
where—for rd reason except 
our own diplomatic errors, the 


Soviets have now taken posses- 
sion of the banner of peace.

Pick- 
ing up where “jtch” left off, “THE LIEUTENANT WORE

version (numerically-wise) of the pin-up 
girl theme. Sheree North, Rita Moreno and 
an assortment of other cuties stand in as 
cheesecake poses that come to life, or at 
least, move from one animated eyeful to 
another. And in the middle of all this 
lovely mass of femininity stands the 
poor, bewildered husband, Tom Ewell. All of which, nat- 
urally, again adds up to a comedy of delightfully entertain- 
ing proportions.

Stepping inte Marilyn Monroe’e figure’ is co-star 
Sheree, who portrays Ewell's wife-in-service. Not one 
of the screen's most polished stars, not by a long shot, she 
fevertheless renders a more than adequate performance. 
Well enough, in fact, to give her forte, dancing, a back 
seat with but one short scene, a take-off of a Polynesian 
stripper for which Miss North improvises a tablecloth- 
sarong. 

But top honors, of course, go to the adroit Ewell for 
his highly skillful portrayal. Les Tremayne, as Ewell's 
friend, also turns ia a superior performance. And even Rita 
Moreno—the girl upstairs in this picture—is easy to take 
in her beautiful-but-cumb role. 

Responsible for incorporating much of the disorder 
into Ewell's life is his wife. It's Sheree who starts the con- 
fusion ball rolling; anticipating her husband's recall to the 
Air Force, she beats him to the punch, re-enlisting as a 
Waf. Then the service's rejection of Ewell on physical 
grounds ices the situation. Off goes service wife, to Hawaii. 
And following frantically is the man left behind. At the 
island base, Tom makes a big hit with the wives of service 
men. As a fourth for bridge, etc. To the disdain, quite 
understandably, of his lovely wife and the other husbands. 
Tranquility in the Air Force is never completely restored, 
what with one amusing crisis continually being replaced 
with another as Ewell works to gain Sheree’s discharge, 
including a hilarious full-dress attempt at a Section Eight. 

Defeated, exhaused and completely frustrated, Ewell 
gratefully accepts an assist from fate as an unexpected 
pregnancy brings a return to normalcy—to the base, at least.

Thawing Out 
A Frozen 
Water Pipe 


By Hubbard Cobb 


NE OF the laws of some- 
Q) thine says that when the 
temperature of water goes 
below 32 degrees F. the water 
turns into a solid called ice. 


When water turns into ice it: 


sort of stops flowing and it's 
also inclined to split the pipe 
because solid water takes up 
more space than liquid water. 
For this reason it’s wise not to 
let water pipes freeze but now 
and then in spite of everything 


they do freeze. 

As soon as you've found that 
8 water pipe has frozen, turn 
olf the water supply to this line 
and open the faucet at the other 
end. This is done because per- 
haps the line has split and you 
dont want a flood when the line 
thaws out. 

After you have done this you 


¢an do one of two things as far 
as thawing goes. You can just 
sit tight and let the pipe thaw 
out in its own sweet time or you 
can make it thaw out through 
the use of a little heat, 


If you decide to use heat, also 
use your head. Towels soaked in 
boiling hot water and then 
placed over the pipe are fine 
for thawing out lines but that 
hot water can ruin wall and 
floor decorations. 


A blow torch is also good but 
ff you hold it too long in one 
place you may turn that ice 
into steam and that steam can 
split the pipe and maybe you as 
well. If you use a torch, move it 
along the line—don't hold it in 
one spot for more than @ sec- 
ond. 


Electric heaters are good for 
thawing lines but they should 
never be placed so that they ac- 
tually touch the pipe—if they 
do you might be in for a shock. 


The rule for thawing states 
that you should start at the 
end of the pipe nearest to the 
open faucet and work back. In 
this way, as the ice is thawed 
it will be able to flow out the 
open faucet and this is good if 
the line has been split. 


Tasty Tricks 
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Without deserting the tra- 
ditional, you can serve some- 
thing a little different for 
dessert. Bake a squash pie and 
cut top crust in Yule tree 
shapes with cookie cutter.

Rocking the Baby

HE main problem I am writing to you about is that 
a my 4month-old son’s crying before going to 

sleep,” @ mother writes. “He is a healihy, normal 
baby—always | ready to smile at anyone who will stop and 
. pay attention to him. 
“My question is this. 
Should he be allowed to 
cry himself to sleep every 
time? When he was small- 
er, he went to sleep very 
easily, and I never made a 
habit of rocking him to 
sleep except when he was 
very restless, upset, 
viously uncomfortable 
about something. Now he 
usually goes to sleep dur- 
ing the day fairly easily 
either by my patting him 
to sleep, or rocking the crib, or occasionally é¢ven by him- 
self. However, I rock him to sleep to save myself the 16 
or 15 minutes of patting when I am busy, or tired and don’t 
feel up to the struggle of rocking the erib.

“J AM INCLINED to feel it doesn’t really spoil him 
so much to rock him to sleep, especially since it usually 
takes only about 5 minutes and he is asleep. But many of 
my friends think I am wrong. They think he should be 
put in his crib on his tummy and left to cry it out even if it 
takes 30 minutes. 

“What is your opinion? f have tried this and f can't 
stand it more than 10 minutes. Then I have to pick him 
up and love him, and the way he sobs as if his heart were 
broken is more upsetting to me than if I went through the 
petting, jiggling crib routine. However, | definitely don’t 
want a spoiled child, and since this is my first one, 3 want 
to handle this problem correctly.”

WE AGREE WITH YOU, it doesn’t really spoil your 
son to rock him to sleep, especially since it takes so short 
@ time, 

Many children who at other ages can go right to sleep 
without much personal attention, around four months of 
age often make definite pre-sleep demands for company 
and attention. In some cases, they need as much as an hour 
out in the kitchen or living room with the family. Do not 
be afraid to give :n to such reasonable demands, provided 
that at other times, or at other ages, the child is not over- 
demanding. 

Your little boy sounds like a very reasonable baby, and 
we think that this demand for you to pay attention te him 
before he goes to sleep at night is not excessive.

Political Training Course for Women | 


Republican Club in New York Teaching Would-Be Candidates Hard Facts of Running for Office

NEW YORK, Jan. 8. 

N a meeting room of the 
J Women's National Republi- 

can Club, 30 young women 
listened attentively on a recent 
evening while ea _ successful 
woman politician gave them a 
lecture on what a member of 
the fair sex faces when she dee 
cides to run for political office. 

The lecture was the kickoff 
in a training course offered by 
the club’s Junior Group te 
young women who aspire to po« 
litical careers. Specifically de- 
signed for would-be candidates 
for public office, the course 
will cover everything from the 
secret of poking the first toe in 
the political door, through the 
hazards and hard knocks of 
campaigning, and finally an ex- 
amination of the rewards and 
sacrifices entailed in the holde 
ing of political office. 

“We women have no right to 
complain about being in the 
minority in Washington, in state 
legislatures and other elective 
posts if we sit back and doe 
nothing about it,” Eileen Evers, 
a pretty young New York lawe 
yer, who is president of the 
Junior Group, explained. “The 
club intends to make every ef- 
fort, not only during the prese 
ent election year, but on a 
permanent basis to arouse in 
more women a desire to make 
politics their career.”

T the initial lecture in this 
A priate course, Maude E. 
Ten Eyck, who served for 
four terms as New York State 
Assemblywoman and wha is 
now deputy journal clerk in Al- 
bany, warned the assembled 
young women with long-range 


eyes on political posts that a 
political career is not all 
glamour. 


“It took me 10 long years of 
hard, unpaid-for drudgery in 
my district before ¥ reached the 
point of being invited to run 
for county committee—the lowe 
est rung of the political lad- 
der,” Mrs. Ten Eyck pointed 
out. “It was not until two years 
later that I was invited to have 
my name put on the ballot for 
the State Assembly. 

“If you have any delusion 
that all you have to do to run 
for office is to make up your 
mind to do so, dismiss it. Poli- 
tics doesn’t operate that way. 
You have first got to earn your 
spurs through hard work in 
your neighborhood district. You 
have got to be willing to de any- 
thing you are asked todo. |t may 
be ringing doorbells, addressing 
envelopes, licking stamps, 
rounding up the vote on regise 
tration and election days. 

“Even when you have estabe 
lished your worth and seriouse 
mess of purpose with your dise 
trict leaders to the point of bee 
ing invited to run for a minor 
office, there is a tremendous 
amount of work to be done. 
You must make yourself known 
to as many of your neighbore 
hood voters as possible. Is 
building up such an acquaint- 
ance I have gone to every kind 
of neighborhood gathering— 
boxing matches, American Lee 
gion sessions, outdoor art shows.

Originally, Cynthia 
was one of the names of the 
Greek moon-goddess, Artemis, 
and thus it means “of the moon.” 
It was derived from Cynthus, a 
mountain in Delos which was 
the birthplace of Apollo and Ar- 
temis. The name is also closely 
associated with Diana, who, in 
the mythology of Rome, held a 
parallel position—as goddess of 
the moon, of hunting and vir- 
ginity.

This is 
one of various feminine vari- 
ants—Arleen, Arlana, Arline 
and Arlina are others —of the

Far from taking a dilettante 
approach to this course in poli- 
tics, the young women, who 
range in age from 17 to 35, give 
up at least one evening each 
month to attend the school for 
would-be politicians. They take 
their palitical “lessons” in dead 
earnest. They have all signified 
their willingness to take the 
long route to public office, and 
many have already demonstrat- 
ed as junior members of the 
club that they are eager volun- 
teers in political campaigns. All 
are well educated and intelli- 
gent, and most are young busie 
ness women, although there 
are a few housewives sprinkled 
among the group.

Typical of the _ politically 
minded young women taking 
the course is Eileen Evers. In 
her middle twenties, Miss Evers 
has been interested in politics 
ever since her graduation from 
Yale Law School. 

“I'd like to hold public of- 
fice,” Miss Evers says flatly. 
“1 believe that politics needs 
more women. And I believe there 
are soon going to be more 
women in politics than in the 
past. If you can arouse the 
women's interest in politics, 
they might do even better than 
the men in political posts for

“We're not trying to fan 
political interest now only to 
have these young women disil- 
lusioned later,” Mrs. Ten Eyck 
explained. “They'll graduate 
from this course understanding 
that every woman aspiring to a 


political post has to fight at 
least six men for it. These 
young women will understand 
that they've got to work hard 
and better and stick longer than 


men to get elected to office 
“And even if they never get 
elected, when they finish this 
course they'll not only be better 
citizens of their party but better 
citizens of the nation.”

OOD table manners are es-
